DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT

Union County School District, an America's Promise Flagship District, is located
in the rural Piedmont area of South Carolina and serves approximately 5,036 students in
10 schools. Four of the elementary schools are school-wide Title One Schools and two
high schools are accredited by Southern Association of Colleges and Schools. The county
is ranked by South Carolina Kids Count as one of the most problematic areas in the state
for illiteracy rates, teenage pregnancy and high unemployment.

The free lunch population is 58%, which is higher than the state average.
Students live in geographically isolated communities and they have limited access to
employment or appropriate social, health and other vital services. Four elementary schools
participated in the SC Governor's Reading Initiative. Two schools received SC READS
grants for 1.5 million dollars to improve literacy.

Based on PACT scores, Individual Academic Assistance Plans were written for
over 1000 students in grades 3-8 as required by the Education Accountability Act. These
students were involved in remediation and enrichment before, during and after school as
well as during the day. Professional development offered to staff members included
studying the standards, analyzing test data and technology in the classroom.

Through the combined efforts of the school district, the community and the
businesses, we will continue to strive to develop, promote and sustain academic programs
for all students. We pledge to “Keep The Promise" for our students.

By 2010, South Carolina’s student achievement will be ranked in the top half of the states nationally. To
achieve this goal, we must become one of the five fastest improving systems in the country.
